It is not generally known that 
Haverford avenue is one of the 
oldest roads in this part of the 
country, but back in Colonial clays 
it was known as the Haverford and 
Merion road, and connected the old 



Quaker Meeting House on Lan- 
caster pike just across the Narberth 
boundary line, to the Haverford 
Meeting House. 

In keeping with the ideas of our 
forefathers, the architect chose the 
Colonial style for building the Nar- 
berth National Bank, and has given 
the effect of a building that has 
been here for a good long time. The 
brick work with the marble key- 
stones and the windows patterned 
after some of the old Philadelphia 
buildings, make a setting that the 
whole community may rightly be 
proud of. 

The interior and furnishings have 
been made along Colonial lines as 
far as consistent with modern ideas 
would allow and the old Windsor 
chairs and the spinnet desks avid a 
quaintness to a very beautiful bank- 
ing interior. 

In the olden days, valuables were 
kept in iron chests locked with big 
padlocks, while now the vault equip- 
ment is the last word in protection 
for valuables. The large door with 
time lock and two combination locks 
shut the only opening into a con- 
crete mass 1 8 inches thick, rein- 
forced with steel rods running both 
crosswise and lengthwise and all 
lined with heavy steel lining and all 
protected with an electric protection 
system that will ring a large gong 
on the outside of the building if the 
least thing is disturbed. 

The interior of this vault is. 
divided into two sections by a heavy 
steel grill, back of which are located 
additional safes for keeping money 
and securities. In the front part of 
the vault are safety desposit boxes 



made in three different sizes which 
will be rented to those who desire 
a safe place to keep their valuable 
papers. It might not be amiss to 
state here that every family has 
valuable papers, such as the deeds to 
property, life insurance and fire in- 
surance policies, a will and many 
other papers that in a great many 
cases are kept in the home. Such 
valuable papers should be placed 
where a fire or a thief can not reach 
them. 

These safety deposit boxes have 
two keys which are turned over to 
the renter of the box and there is 
no other key that will give anyone 
access to the box, even if the keys 
are lost the safe manufacturer must 
send a man to pry the door off so as 
to reach that box. 

"Courtesy and service will be the 
watch-words of this new bank," one 
of the officers stated yesterday, "and 
everyone is invited to become a de- 
positor, the small account is wel- 
come as well as the large one and the 
small depositor will be assisted in 
every way with the hope that some 
day their account will be as large as 
the largest. Advice will be ex- 
tended covering any financial pro- 
blem and it is suggested that before 
investing money inquiries be made 
concerning the standing of the in- 
vestment and information will be 
cheerfully furnished if possible to 
obtain. 

"Both saving and check accounts 
are solicited ; a specialty will be 
made of housekeeping accounts, and 
the residents of Narberth, who now 
do all their banking in Philadelphia 
are earnestly requested to either 
opetrthe second account out home or 
to do all their banking business out 
here where they live and help to 
make this new Narberth National

Prelim inaTy plans for the enlarge- 
ment of the Senior High School in 
Ardmore by 1927, were made by the 
Lower Merion School Board at its 
May meeting in Ardmore, Wednes- 
day evening. 

An addition will be made to the 
present buildingi This, it is esti- 
mated, will be decidedly needed at 
the end of another year because of 
the increase of students from Nar- 
berth and township schools. 

The high school is not at pres- 
ent overcrowded but it is grow- 
ing and indications are that space 
will be scarce in another term. The 
school board is making plans now 
for the eventual enlargement in 
order that it will not have to rush 
the job -when the building of an 
addition becomes a necessity. 

No estimate on the cost of a new 
wing to school has yet been pre- 
pared. Tlie only step authorized by 
the board was the retaining of 
Ralph E. White, of Wynnewood, 
architect for the original building, 
to draw plans for the proposed addi- 
tion. 

Erection of a building on the high 
school atlletic field to contain a 
dressing room and lockers for 
visiting athletic teams was au- 
thorized by the board. This addi- 
tion will be connected with the main 
school building by two tunnels. 

The project, it is estimated, will 
cost $25,000. The improvement 
was voted after complaints had 
been received from high school au- 
thorities that the present accommo- 
dations for visiting athletic teams 
were insufficient. 

The date for the Senior High 
School commencement wars set for 
Friday evening, June 12, which is 
one day earlier than last year. The 
1924 commencement was on Friday, 
June 13. Tuesday, June 16, was 
set as grammar school clay, the day 
when the grade schools will hold 
their final exercises. 

Sunday, June 7, was made Bac- 
calaureate night by the board and 
Rev. S. R. Dotit, of the Ardmore 
Methodist Episcopal Church, was 
chosen as orator. On that night the 
graduating class will proceed in 
body to tie church to hear Mr. 
Dout's baccalaureate sermon.

All of the ordinances which are 
necessary and preliminary to the 
street paving program were passed 
through final readings at the meet- 
ing of Council last Monday evening, 
and on the same evening each of 
them was signed by the Burgess 
with the result that after the neces- 
sary 30 days have lapsed they will 
be effective. At the same meeting 
it was informally reported that al- 
ready there are 17 prospective bid- 
ders for the Narberth paving job, 
which is taken to indicate that the 
borough should be able to award 
the contract on favorable terms. 

Borough Solicitor Stites reported 
to Council that the work of verify- 
ing the signatures on the petitions 
was proceeding rapidly as a result 
of information which the petitioners 
were mailing to him on printed post- 
cards that had been provided for 
them by the Narberth Street Im- 
provement Association. He said 
that already 100 postcards had been 
checked up at Norristown and had 
been found to be all right in every 
case. 

A belated petition for paving 
Meeting House lane was presented 
to Council by R. F. Wood, of the 
Street Association. Mr. Wood re- 
ported that this street is the only 
one in the original program from 
which it has been impossible, up to 
date, to procure the necessary num- 
ber of signatures. The petition 
which he turned in contained nine 
signatures out of a probable total 
of 13, but among the remaining four 
are Messrs. Albrecht and Mowrer, 
whose two properties on the east 
side of Meeting House lane are suf- 
ficiently large to veto the improve- 
ment of that street if neither of 
these men can be persuaded to as- 
sent to the program of improvement. 
As a result of this delay, Meeting 
House lane is not included in the list 
of streets for which contractor's 
bids are being procured. Meeting 
House lane, however, is included in 
the enabling ordinances and it is 
hoped that, if the necessary signa- 
tures can be obtained, it may yet be 
included. 

The bond issue ordinance pro- 
vides for $75,000 of borough bonds 
bearing four per cent, interest and 
maturing serially over a period of 
25 years. The ordinance provides 
that the registry book for these 
bonds and other financial details 
concerning them shall be handled 
by the Narberth National Bank. 
This ordinance also provides a grad-

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uated tax for meeting the sinking 
fund requirements of this bond is- 
sue as follows : From 1926 to 1934. 
$6444 a year; from 1935 to 1939. 
$5140 a year; from 1940 to 1944, 
$4480 a year; from 1945 to 1949. 
$3820 a year; from 1950 to 1954, 
$3160 a year. 
' Other ordinances passed at the 
srme meeting authorized the bor- 
ough officers to require the laying 
cf standard sidewalks, curbs and 
gutters when and where necessary; 
authorized the borough officers to 
lay sewers and assess a sewer tax 
therefor on certain streets in the 
-northwestern section of the borough, 
and finally, there was passed an or- 
dinance giving the borough officers 
authority to procure bids and let 
the contracts for the paving work. 
To Widen Haverford Avenue. 

In the course of preparing the 
schedules for the street-paving pro- 
gram, it was decided to widen 
Haverford avenue from Essex to 
Conway by requesting the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad to move back its 
bank, which is enroaching on the 
street bed. 

Instead of requiring the laying of 
a sidewalk and curb on the south 
side of the street, however, it was 
decided to ask the railroad to con- 
struct a retaining wall to hold the 
bank. It was unofficially reported 
that the railroad is willing to pro- 
ceed with the improvement. 

The moving-back process will 
widen the street from four to 12 
feet. The pavement on the north 
side, adjacent to the bank will be 
eight feet wide. This will permit 
the planting of several elm trees, 
which improvement in under con- 
templation. 

Another needed improvement in 
Narberth's streets is promised in the 
^decision to widen Wynnewood ave- 
nue from Windsor to the railroad 
bridge, a distance of 15 feet. This 
will be done as soon as the borough 
is ready to resurface this stretch of 
road, which is at present in wretched 
condition.

DARWIN TULIPS 

The old philosopher had the right 
idea, but he displayed poor judg- 
ment in his choice of spring-flower- 
ing bulbs, or — perhaps they had not 
perfected the May-flowering tulips 
at that time. 

Modern folks who have a few 
square feet of open sunshiny space 
that they call a garden, and wishing 
to indulge in "soul food," will do 
well to invest in May-flowering 
tulips. 

Why the Holland growers insist 
on calling them by different names, 
according to their color groups, is 
something of a mystery. The Dar- 
win Tulips, Cottage Tulips and 
Breeder Tulips all bloom at the same 
time and are all tall, ranging in 
height from 18 to 30 inches, and 
are without doubt the most satis- 
factory flower in the garden at this 
season either for effect in beds or 
borders or for cutting. They last 
a week or more in the garden and 
will last a week when cut. 

The late tulips, while hardy, are 
not perennial under ordinary garden 
conditions, as the bulbs split up 
after flowering and the flowers get 
quite small after the second year. 
Two years of bloom should be quite 
enough, as the bulbs cost only 50 
cents to $1 a dozen r.nd even less 
in larger quantities. 

Mid-October is the best time to 
plant them and while they are 
blooming is the best time to order 
them. Write down the names of 
the colors that appeal to you and 
order them in June or July— or you 
can take a chance and wait until 
September and get what is left at 
a higher price. 

If you buy but one tulip — buy 
Clara Butt— the most popular one 
and deservedly so, a real salmon 
pink, a color that is always right 
and a tulip that is always right, and 
the lowest priced. 

"Any color — so it's red." All 
right. Lots of 'em. Farncombe 
Sanders — rosy scarlet; Baronne de 
la Tonnaye — bright rose; Gesneria- 
na Spathulata— crimson scarlet ; 
Pride of Haarlem— rosy carmine; 
Ariadne — fiery red; Prince of 
Orange — orange scarlet. 

Dark reds, King Harold— ox- 
blood red; La Tulip Noire— black 
maroon. 

Yellows, Inglescombe Yellow — 
clear yellow; Moonlight, pale yel- 
low ; Mrs. Moon, golden yellow ; 
Gesneriana Lutea — golden yellow. 

Lavenders, Blue Aimable — clear 
lavender ; Valentine — heliotrope 
violet ; Reverend Ewbank — laven- 
der violet ; Franz Hals — violet blue ; 
Ronald Gunn — bluish violet. 

Purples, Godet Parfait — plum 
violet; Velvet King— deep purple; 
Phillipe de Commines — dark plum 
purple; Mrs. Potter Palmer— ama- 
ranth purple. 

Pinks, Princess Elizabeth — rosy 
pink; Gretchen — blush pink; Ingles- 
combe Pink — salmon pink; Clara 
Butt — light salmon pink. ' 

Among the Darwin, Cottage and 
Breeder tulips will be found many 
more colors and color combinations 
such as: Louis XIV — purple with 
brown edge; Dom Pedro — brown 
and maroon ; Picotee — white edged 
pink; The Fawn — fawn color suf- 
fused rose, and White Queen — 
white tinted pink. 

While the three color ranges vary 
somewhat in height, the flowers are 
of the same cup shape, with the ex- 
ception of the Cottage type, which 
has petals that flare outward rather 
than curve in. It is well to try 
some of each and find the combina- 
tion that suits us best. 
• If we have some late tulips we 
will surely want some more this 
fall. If we haven't started yet — 
let us by all means get them ordered 
at once, and make sure that we have 
them next spring. 

Tulips have not been embargoed, 
neither have the crocuses nor the 
hyacinths, but all the other spring 
bulbs will have to be ordered from 
abroad for the last time this year.

Ted Shawn will be featured on 
the program to be presented by the 
Main "Line Music Festival on the 
Bryn Mawr Polo Field, Saturday 
evening, June 6, in aid of the Chil- 
dren's House of the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital. He will dance a solo 
number as well as a drama ballet 
with Ruth St. Denis. 

Night after night Ted Shawn has 
haunted Spanish concert halls and 
cafes from Barcelona, in the north, 
of Spain, to Seville, in the south, 
and daily studied from the Flam- 
enco dancers their steps. He bought 
gorgeous shawls, mantillos and bull- 
fighters' suits, and he and Miss St. 
Denis will use some of them at Bryn 
Mawr in a most fascinating and 
picturesque type of Spanish danc- 
ing. 

As a further evidence of Ted 
Shawn's determination to present 
only the original native dances, he 
not long ago traveled to Algeria and 
hiring an airplane went right into 
the land of the Mosque tribes, where 
he studied from the nati\ies their 
fanatic visualizations. He was once 
permitted to watch a strange dance 
ceremony in which a high priest of 
the Mosque danced until the foam 
formed about his lips ; he then drove 
two rapier-like swords through both 
his cheeks, one through his throat, 
and there followed a wild whirling 
dance. When a marabout removed 
the swords, no blood flowed. After 
he had eaten broken glass, a live 
scorpion, and licked a white-hot 
scythe until it was cold, he lurched 
across the floor in a huddled heap 
11: a trance. Thus ended his sacri- 
fice. 

It is the actual foundation of such 
true traditional themes that place 
these dancers on an incomparable 
plane. They are foremost contrib- 
utors to the art of the dance in 
America. The selection of these 
artists was made by the committee 
in charge, headed by Mrs. Chas. 
Sinnickson and the musical director, 
Clarence C. Nice.

In October, 1924, the Merion 
Title and Trust Company, who 
had become the owners of the 
building in which the Library was 
housed, offered to the Library the 
continued use of the lobby, ex- 
pressing the hope that the Library 
might be kept open every day 
thereafter. And on Monday, the 
13th of October, began the first of 
the daily openings, changing the 
opening hour from 2 o'clock to 3, 
and the closing hour from 5.30 to 
5. Circulation increased rapidly 
from this point on. 

The next step taken was when 
after several months of discussion 
and planning, a Library Associa- 
tion was formed to take over the 
control of the Narberth Commu- 
nity Library, which had hitherto 
been one of the activities of 
one committee of the Women's 
Club. This action was taken sim- 
ply because the growth of the 
work demanded that the entire 
community be given a fuller op- 
portunity to share in its manage- 
ment. 

This week there has come the 
official notice that the Narberth 
School Board has offered an ap- 
propriation of $500, to be spent 
for books of standard merit and 
for current works of reference. 
This action on the part of the 
School Board was taken unani- 
mously and with fine spirit. 

The very latest move was ef- 
fected Monday, May 11, when the 
Library was moved from the lob- 
by to the gymnasium wing of the 
same building, where it is to be 
housed at least during the sum- 
mer. This arrangement will give 
greater ease to workers and read- 
ers alike and aid greatly in 
displaying the facilities of the Li- 
brary. 

In concluding this report, I wish 
to bring out and emphasize an ac- 
complishment in which the entire 
membership of the club can take 
justifiable pride, and which gives 
to the Narberth Women's Com- 
munity Club an almost individual 
distinction. In my own observa- 
tion, I do not know of anything 
that duplicates it. Many Wom- 
en's Clubs have established li- 
braries, which have functioned 
with varying degrees of success, 
but there are very few that have 
magnanimously presented to their
